Bowravo, Nov. 15.—The importance
and usefulness of the Inkes and Erie
canal as freight regulators, were never
more forcibly shown than at present.
While the rail rates on grain from
Chicago to New York are 5o per 100
pounds, equal to about 15 cents a bushel
on wheat, the water route rate, including
Buffalo charges, is 0'2 cents per bushel.
